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Mum finds a way to 
bust her ghost fears 

Woman now wants to use supernatural experiences to help others

A PREVIOUSLY sceptical single 
mother has spoken about her 
supernatural experience to 
inspire others to confront their 
fears. 

Charlene Smith, 31, moved her 
five children out of her home in 
Northbrooks, Harlow, after 
becoming convinced the house 
was haunted. 

After four years of living in the 
house she began to experience icy 
chills and a ticking sensation, and 
also claimed to see figures around 
the property which showed up in 
photographs. 

But after learning about New 
Thought philosophy the Law of 
Attraction, a theory also publi¬ 
cised by US celebrity Oprah Win¬ 
frey, Miss Smith has conquered 
her fear and moved back in. 

Freezing 

She said: “I did not believe in 
spirits or any of that stuff. 

“I felt hot or freezing cold, but a 
doctor said there is no medical 
explanation. 

“I did not want to move but I 
could not live in the house any 
more. Every time I sat down to 
relax I would have this sensation 
come through me. 

“But I now know it was not the 
house which was haunted, it was 
me. I was opening up to the spirit 
world and it was connecting with 
me. I was creating figures in my 
home and everywhere I went. 

“It is like I will think of 
something (like a door opening) 
and then it will happen. There are 
a lot of people who go through this 
who need help. 


“People can be possessed or be 
schizophrenic, and I think I was 
on the edge. But now I have found 
out what it was. 

“I have moved home and I have 
been fine.” 

The Law of Attraction is a the¬ 
ory that all people and thoughts 
are made of pure energy and that 
positive thoughts can lead to pos¬ 
itivity and negative thoughts 
attract negative feelings - the lat¬ 
ter apparently applying in Miss 
Smith’s circumstance. 

Critics have questioned a lack 
of evidence or testing of the the¬ 
ory. However, thousands have 
found understanding through it - 
including many in Harlow. 

Medium 

Miss Smith, mum to Courtney, 
12, Chanel, ten, Charlie, eight, 
McKenzie, seven and Chloe, five, 
said she was helped by medium 
Charlie Kelly, who is now training 
her to become a medium too. 

She added: “It was hard for me 
to understand. People think you 
are mad, but I know now I am not. 
I feel happy in myself and I do not 
know where I would be without 
Charlie’s help.” 

Mr Kelly, who holds a class in 
Moot House, The Stow, Harlow, 
said thinking a house is haunted 
is a common misconception. 

He said: “She had created a 
prison in herself where she was 
fighting fear with fear. 

“In the constant fear she mani¬ 
fested figures, and it came to the 
point where objects would move 
because of the negative energy. 

“I come across this all the time. 
You would not believe the number 
of people that I come across with 
this problem.”

Boy ‘lucky 
to be alive’ 
after fall 

A 14-YEAR-OLD boy from 
Harlow fell through a shop 
window after being punched in 
the face. 

He suffered cuts to his thighs 
and left side of body, but 
onlookers said he was lucky to 
be alive after the attack. 

The boy was assaulted around 
3.30pm on Wednesday, November 
23, and fell through the front of 
the empty former Fenton Sports 
shop in Brentwood High Street. 

Fight 

Witness Simon Wilson, owner 
of nearby shop Piccola, said: “I 
understand there was a fight 
going on, someone was pushed 
around and the victim was 
looking to find the person who 
had done it. 

“He was held back by his 
friends. 

“Having seen the glass that 
was broken, the child that was 
pushed is lucky to be alive as the 
shards of glass could have killed 
someone.” 

A spokesman for East of 
England Ambulance Service said 
they sent an ambulance to the 
scene at around 3.40pm and 
treated a boy for a leg injury but 
he refused further treatment and 
was not taken to hospital.

Dealer tried 
to swallow 
drugs after 
being seen 

AN 18-YEAR-OLD drug dealer has 
been sentenced to three and a half 
years in a Young Offender’s 
Institution. 

Rojay Hutton, of no fixed 
address in Harlow, was sentenced 
on November 18 at Chelmsford 
Crown Court. 

Hutton was arrested in a 
wooded area in Green Hills, 
Harlow, on September 9 after 
officers from Operation Raptor 
received intelligence about drug 
dealing in the area. 

Officers found him carrying a 
packet of suspected class A drugs 
which he tried to swallow before 
being restrained. 

The packet was later found to 
contain wraps of crack cocaine 
weighing just over five grams. 

Hutton was charged with 
possession with intent to 
supply crack cocaine and pleaded 
guilty. 

Destroyed 

The court ordered that the 
drugs were destroyed under the 
Misuse of Drugs Act and Hutton 
was also ordered to pay a victim 
surcharge of £170. 

PC Jack Etheridge from the 
Operation Raptor team in West 
Essex said: “I hope this case 
reassures members of the public 
that our team does act on 
information we receive from local 
residents. 

“We have a variety of policing 
tactics which we will continue to 
use to take drug dealers off the 
streets of Essex. 

“However much of our work is 
intelligence led so we would ask 
anyone with information about 
drug dealing where the live to 
contact us by calling 101.”

FOUR women have dedicated 
their lives to helping children in 
Bulgaria by setting up a summer 
refuge. 

Kate Brewis and Jaclyn Dunn, 
of Little Canfield, and Joanne 
Bale, who lives in Harlow, have 
been recruited by friend Verran 
Demanbro to achieve a shared 
dream of creating The Soul 
Garden Holistic Retreat. 

Orphans growing up in rural 
Apriltsi, in central Bulgaria, are 
often left to die and some young¬ 
sters have never had human con¬ 
tact, heard music or even been 
outside. 

Founded 

Mrs Demanbro, who lives in 
Colchester, officially founded the 
mission last month after two 
years of preparation. 

She sold her house to buy a 
building to be used by children 
aged 14 and under in July and 


August from next year. It will be 
used as a centre to sleep, eat and 
receive holistic therapy. 

She said: “My parents have 
been in Bulgaria since 2007 and 
when I visited I was shocked by 
the poverty and also the level of 


social ignorance. Orphans are 
seen as demon children. I have 
seen children abandoned first 
hand. 

“You feel hopeless and I could 
not stop crying.” 

Mrs Demanbro, 32, is a spiritual

development teacher with two 
children, who are aged 15 and one, 
while Mrs Brewis, 44, is a yoga 
teacher and has two children, who 
are aged 13 and eight. 

They are assisted by Joanne 
Bale, a reflexologist, and also 
nutritionist Jaclyn Dunn, who are 
also mothers to two. 

From 3pm on Sunday they will 
hold a Christmas charity fair at 
Church Langley Community 
Centre, Church Langley Way, Har¬ 
low, to raise funds towards a 
minibus for the children. 

Stocking fillers such as toys 
and crafts will be on sale, with 
luxury beauty products on offer 
in a raffle. 

Mrs Brewis said: “Bearing in 
mind the country is in the 


European Union it is incredible 
that 20 per cent of children (who 
are orphans) do not live past the 
age of three. 

Change 

“We are going to make a change 
to the world. It is a dream come 
true. I could not put into words the 
feeling I have that we are doing 
this. I get really emotional about 
it. 

“It is the most pleasurable 
thing I really could be doing.” 

Years of fundraising and plan¬ 
ning have been a challenge for the 
women, with work and family life 
to juggle, but they are happy with 
their progress and looking for¬ 
ward to opening the centre in 
April. 


Mrs Demanbro said: “I knew so 
many people that could really do 
some good so I just asked if they 
could help. They came and they 
keep coming. We have just sent 
our first lorry of donations. 

“The process has been effort¬ 
less with the support of these 
three amazing women. There are 
challenges but we are always 
meeting them - it is like our own 
Slumdog Millionaire when we 
somehow find all the answers. 

“We are looking for as many 
volunteers as possible. We have 
got a lot from the UK who want to 
volunteer. It is a big community of 
us.”

Ul 
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Hammond ‘fails NHS’ 


A HARLOW councillor has slammed 
the Chancellor’s Autumn Statement 
for not promising more investment in 
the NHS. Philip Hammond pledged 
£10billion of additional funding by 
the end of 2020-21 in his first 
statement speech as Theresa May’s 
number two. 

But Tony Durcan, Harlow Council 
and Essex County Council member 
for Labour, argued more investment 
is urgently needed in social care 
locally. 

He said: “The problem is quite 
simply that this government is not 
investing enough in health and social 


care at a time when both are in 
crisis. 

“Princess Alexandra Hospital is 
unnecessarily full. Two entire wards 
could be closed if there was adequate 
social care provision; that is to say, if 
people were able to receive the 
proper attention in their homes or 
care settings after leaving hospital to 
ensure their full recovery. 

“But this Government has not even 
been able to maintain a basic meals 
on wheels service. In Essex we used 
to provide 2,000 hot meals every day - 
now it’s just a few hundred 
microwaved ready meals.”

THE head teacher of a Harlow primary has 
expressed concerns about an impending 
lack of town school places. 

Neil Coster, who opened Pemberley 
Academy in Hodings Road last September 
to help meet demand, said more schools 
and teachers are needed as the town 
grows. 

He commented after Ray Gooding, Essex 
County Council’s cabinet member for edu¬ 
cation, announced that more than 25,000 
school places will be created countywide 
by 2025. 

County Hall statistics project 3,424 
places will be needed in Harlow in the next 
nine years, 1,309 of those are primary and 
2,115 are secondary. 

Demand 

Mr Coster said: “There is a huge 
demand. We were three times oversub¬ 
scribed for reception places this year, all 
from people who put us as their first or 
second choice. 

“We have 31 at the moment, so we actu¬ 
ally have taken one more than we should 
have done.” 

He added: “I think overcrowding is every 
head teacher’s fear. But there is also a lot to 
do with quality of teaching, and the prob¬ 
lem we face is that there are not that many 
individuals coming into it. 

“I heard also that 15 to 20 per cent of

teachers leave in their first year.” 

The county council has pledged to pump 
millions into their plan which will see new 
local authority-controlled schools built 
and applications to build free schools, out¬ 
side of council control, supported. 

Mr Coster said Harlow’s economic 
growth in Public Health England’s arrival 
and Harlow Enterprise Zone opening will 
mean the town’s population will rise and 
more school places will be needed. 

He continued: “Harlow is growing, The 
children will be coming in with their par¬ 
ents. I can see Newhall is a good place (to 


build a new school) but the new Sir Fre¬ 
derick Gibberd College will be crucial, for 
places and to grow graduates (capable of 
working for) the PHE site.” 

Conservative councillor Mr Gooding 
said: “Essex is a rapidly growing county. 
We recognise the challenge facing us to 
ensure more than 25,000 new school places 
are created. 

“Our fantastic track record of invest¬ 
ment in new school places to date has 
meant we have been able to offer the vast 
majority of pupils a place at one of their 
parents’ preferences.”

Ambitious US government agent 
Amanda Waller (Viola Davis) fears 
the arrival of another meta-human like 
Superman.

The Suicide 
Squad have micro-bombs implanted in their necks, which 
can be detonated if they defy orders or stray from the 
mission brief.

David 
Ayer's film is a neon-lit carnival with whirling digital effects, 
slow-motion action sequences and a perfunctory 
supporting cast, who aren't afforded back stories and are 
therefore dispensable when a token sacrifice is required. 
Smith, Robbie and Kinnaman suck up most of the oxygen 
with their sinewy subplots. Leto's embodiment of an iconic 
arch-villain remains in the shadow of Heath Ledger, while 
Davis makes limited impact as a ruthless woman of tattered 
moral fibre. Bombastic action sequences are stylish, but 
none linger in the memory after the end credits, which 
include a compulsory scene of teasing intrigue that nods to 
next summer's first outing of the Justice League.

MR RIGHT (15) 

Finding the perfect man can be a 
deadly business in director Paco 
Cabezas' action-packed romantic 
comedy. Oddball Martha (Anna 
Kendrick) discovers her boyfriend 
is cheating on her, so she gives 
him the elbow and returns to her 
depressing single life and the flat 
she shares with her roommate 


Auli'i Cravalho) is the daughter 
of Chief Tui (Temuera Morrison) 
and has been groomed since 
birth to lead her people on the 
island of Motunui.

Moana to seek out Maui and 
restore Te Fiti’s missing heart in 
order to bring prosperity to the 
island. 

With the wind in her sail and 
a witless rooster called Heihei 
(Alan Tudyk) by her side, Moana 
ventures over the reef for the 
first time in search of Maui 
(Dwayne Johnson). 


Sophie (Katie Nehra). Her search 
for a man who will treat her with 
respect, leads to a local 
convenience store where Martha 
meets a handsome stranger 
called Francis (Sam Rockwell). 

He is attracted to her quirks and 
foibles, and they share a magical 
first date together, during which 
Francis tells her that he is a hit 
man. Martha is convinced that 
Francis is joking, unaware that he 
is indeed an assassin, who has 
recently escaped an attempt on 
his life by sharp-shooting rival 
Hooper (Tim Roth). On 
subsequent dates with Martha, 
Francis is forced to dodge bullets 
and further assassination 
attempts while fanning the flames 
of romance.

Moana is another solid gold 
hit from Disney’s animation 
studio, marrying self-realisation 
and broad comedy to dizzying 
effect. 

A trippy interlude with a 
singing coconut crab (Jemaine 
Clement) in the underwater 
Realm of the Monsters is a 
highlight, including one groovy 
lyric that rhymes demi-god with 
decapod. 

Johnson embraces his role 
with comic gusto, including a 
fine rendition of the 
self-congratulatory anthem 
You’re Welcome, and Cravalho 
imbues her gung-ho seafarer 
with tenderness and 
determination.

n January 15, 2009, US 
Airways Flight 1549 
took off from 
LaGuardia airport in 
New York bound for 
North Carolina with 155 
passengers and crew on board. 

Three minutes into take-off, a 
flock of Canadian geese impacted 
the aircraft, causing multiple 
strikes to both engines that 
necessitated an emergency 
landing. 

Captain Chesley Sullenberger, 
known affectionately as Sully, 
drew on years of experience to 
glide the stricken Airbus A320 
onto the Hudson River in 
freezing conditions rather than 
head back to LaGuardia or 
another runway. 

Aided by First Officer Jeff 
Skiles, Sully safely landed on 
water and oversaw the 
evacuation of everyone on board 
into ferry boats that raced to the 
scene, aided by scuba divers 
from the NYPD’s Aviation Unit 
and Harbor Unit. 

The captain was hailed a hero 
by a city still bearing the scars of 
the September 11 attacks. 

“It’s been a while since New 
York had news this good - 
especially with an airplane in 
it,” observes one of the 
characters in Sully: Miracle On 
The Hudson, which centres on 
the subsequent investigation by 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board (NTSB) into Sully’s 
actions that fateful day. 

Clint Eastwood’s exemplary 
thriller is a masterclass in 
sustained tension, replaying 
events aboard US Airways Flight 
1549 and from the ground, from 
multiple perspectives, including 
air traffic controller Patrick 
Harten (Patch Darragh) and

ferry boat captain (Vince 
Lombardi, playing himself). 

Screenwriter Todd 
Komarnicki punctuates this 
deeply human story with 
different iterations of the crash 
landing, including chilling 
scenes of the Airbus ploughing 
into skyscrapers when Sully 
(Tom Hanks) imagines a fruitless 
attempt to reach LaGuardia. 


The NTSB investigation led by 
Charles Porter (Mike O’malley), 
Elizabeth Davis (Anna Gunn) 
and Ben Edwards (Jamey 
Sheridan), forms the crux and 
the script nimbly condenses the 
actual 15-month timeframe to 
explore the emotional strain on 
Sully and First Officer Skiles 
(Aaron Eckhart) as they defend 
their actions. 

“I’ve had 40 years in the air, 


but in the end, I’m going to be 
judged by 208 seconds,” laments 
Sully as technical data from the 
craft suggests one of the engines 
was operational, contradicting 
his version of events. 

A media storm envelops the 
crew and Sully seeks refuge in 
regular telephone calls to his 
concerned wife, Lorraine (Laura 
Linney). 


Shot largely on IMAX 
cameras, Sully: Miracle On The 
Hudson is a rousing tribute to a 
man who repeatedly deflects 
praise and quietly observes, “I 
don’t feel like a hero. I was just a 
man doing a job”. 

Hanks delivers a deeply 
affecting, yet understated, lead 
performance, eliciting pathos as 
he contends with post-traumatic 


stress disorder in the eye of a 
media storm. 

Eastwood withholds the crash 
landing in full until the middle 
of his taut and lean picture, by 
which time we have fully 
buckled our seatbelts and are 
braced for greatness.

Boxing drama is high on action but lacks emotional punch

SPORTING truth is less exciting 
than the crowd-pleasing fiction 
peddled by Sylvester Stallone’s 
1976 Oscar-winning heavyweight 
Rocky in writer-director Ben 
Younger’s bruising tale of 
triumph against adversity. 

Bleed For This dramatises the 
remarkable rise, fall and 
phoenix-like rebirth of 
Italian-American boxer Vinny 
Pazienza, aka the Pazmanian 
Devil, who found his footing in 
the ring with a new trainer 
shortly before a terrible car 
accident fractured his neck. 

Doctors told Pazienza that he 
might never walk again, let 
alone brawl, because of damage 
to his spine. 

One jolt or knock could result 
in permanent paralysis. 

Ignoring stark medical advice, 
Pazienza secretly trained his

halo metal brace that encircled 
his head, with a view to 
returning to the ring to reclaim 
his status as a champion. 

“This is a Hail Mary at best,” 
a terrified trainer warns 
Pazienza in one sobering scene. 

Bleed For This is a classic 
underdog tale and the film’s 
fight card is crammed with 
training montages, tough talking 
and heart-breaking setbacks, 
which have becomes rousing 
cliches for the genre. 

Miles Teller, who sweated 
blood and tears in Whiplash, 
delivers a knockout lead 


performance as the working 
class slugger with a stubborn 
streak and a thirst to win. 

He inflicts powerful blows 
with his unflinching portrayal, 
while other aspects of Younger’s 
script fail to connect at all. 

The film opens in the late 
1980s at a Las Vegas press 
conference, where Paz (Teller) 
arrives late for a weigh-in and 
subsequently loses the bout in 
front of his father Angelo 
(Ciaran Hinds) and girlfriend 
Ashley (Christina Evangelista). 

Back home, his deeply 
religious mother Louise (Katey 
Sagal) prays her boy will emerge 
safely for the ring. 

The setback convinces Paz to 
join forces with a no-nonsense 
new trainer, Kevin Rooney 
(Aaron Eckhart), who 
encourages the fighter to move 
up a weight class against the 
advice of boxing promoter Lou 


Duva (Ted Levine). 

It’s a shrewd decision, but the 
euphoria of defeating champion 
Roberto Duran (Edwin 
Rodriguez) is cut short when Paz 
is involved in a head-on collision 
with a car driving on the wrong 
side of the road. 

Everyone tells the boxer to 
give up, but Rooney eventually 
agrees to help Paz take a 
calculated risk in the ring. 

“Show me how you fight!” 
barks Rooney. “Show me who 
you are!” 

Bleed For This would be a 
lightweight contender without 
Teller’s muscular theatrics and 
well-drilled support from 
Eckhart. 

Boxing sequences are well 
choreographed and the period is 
nicely evoked with archive news 
footage. 

Real-life home video, shown 


during the end credits, is more 
moving and inspirational than 
anything Younger conjures on 
the screen and dramatic tension 
dissipates at the very moment 


we should be on the edge of our 
seats.

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Declan brings his indie rock with a message back home 


t just 17-years-old, 
musician Declan 
McKenna, is certainly 
one to watch. He’s 
already won 

Glastonbury Festival’s 2015 
Emerging Talent Competition 
and appeared on the BBC’s 
Later... with Jools Holland. 

Now Declan will perform his 
first show at Harlow’s iconic 
music venue, The Square, this 
Christmas. 

Having dropped out of school 
to record his debut album and 
tour around the country, 
Declan’s music career has been 
going from strength to strength 
and he is now signed up to 
Columbia Records. 

Declan, who is from Waltham 
Abbey, said: “Performing near 
your home town is always fun.” 

“I’m excited to play at The 
Square, I’ve never played there 


before but I used to busk in 
Harlow.” 

While Declan’s gig is set to 
have a Christmassy feel, the 
show will be a double 
celebration with his 
performance coming just days 
before his 18th birthday. 

“It’ll be a Christmas themed 
showed but also a semi-birthday 
celebration,” he revealed. 

Describing his music for those 
who may not know, Declan said: 
“It’s somewhere between 
indie-rock with a synth 
electronic sound.” 

Yet Declan’s music often has a 
deeper message as he explores 
the idea of those who misuse 
power for the purpose of 
corruption and oppression. 

Following on from his 
previous singles, Brazil, 
Paracetamol and Bethlehem, 
Declan’s fourth single, Isombard, 


is one with a message. 

He said: “The idea of Isombard 
is basically about this right-wing 
Fox News-type TV presenter 
trying to justify things like 
police brutality and xenophobia, 
and using cases for backwards 
political gains, but completely 
fumbling over his words and not 
really knowing what he’s talking 
about.” 

The music video for Isombard, 
shot back in August in Kansas 
City, allows for a glimpse into 
life on the road as Declan and 
his band travel across America 
building up a fan base across the 
Atlantic. 

Inspired by musicians such as 
David Bowie and Jeff Buckley, 
music has always been a passion 
for Declan and he first picked up 
a guitar at age eight. 

“From a young age, I’ve 
engaged with music and as I got 


older I learnt to play the guitar.” 

Speaking of what the future 
holds for his music career, 
Declan is currently in the 
process of recording a studio 
album, which should be finished 
and ready for release mid-next 
year. 

Alongside his time in the 
studio, Declan also has plans for 
more touring in the New Year 
having just completed a spell of 
shows across Europe and a full 
UK tour alongside Blossoms.

ITH spectacular 
special effects and 
jaw-dropping circus 
stunts on offer it is 
clear Harlow 

Playhouse’s pantomime Beauty 
And The Beast means business. 

But more importantly writer 
and director Scott Ramsay has 
something money can’t buy, a 
cast who are as excited for the 
show as the families that enjoy 
the festive treat year after year. 

West End stars Serina Mathew 
(Bend It Like Beckham) and 
Richard Munday (Blood 
Brothers) take the title roles in 
the magical fairy tale that takes 
more inspiration from the 1740 
Villeneuve original than the 1991 
Disney re imagining. 

Beauty And The Beast opens 
on Saturday and will run until 
Wednesday, January 4, at the 
Playhouse Square venue with 
two and sometimes three shows 
a day. 

When we catch up the cast are 
half way through a two-week 
rehearsal block, considered 
something of a luxury in panto 
terms, but they are yet to fully 
see the full extent of the show’s 
effects. 

Serina said: “I did pantomime 
when I was little and I ended up 
loving it. I never envisaged 
coming to do it again so I was 
excited. 

“I have mainly done musical 
theatre before this. It is so fun, it 
is a great thing to do at 
Christmas time. 

“It has been fun with all these 
other elements, we did not know 
what to expect. At first we did 
not know about the story but it 
is coming together now and it 
has been nice to watch.” 

Richard added: “This is my 
second pantomime in ten years. I 
am loving it, it is great for me to 
be reviving old techniques. 

“It has been fantastic to create 
this world we are part of. I still 
do not know what it is going to 
look like on stage.” 

Harlow Playhouse regulars 
Kevin James and Jimmy 
Burton-Iles are back in familiar 
roles as part of a large support 
cast. 

But while audiences can 
expect sing-a-longs, ballads and 
‘it’s behind you’-s Scott is keen to 
evolve the show each year to add 
a wow factor to the classic 


comedy. 

For a start Beauty And The 
Beast is given an Old Harlow 
setting with the back story 
involving a travelling circus 
which brings in the acrobatics. 

Scott, who is also Harlow 
Playhouse chief executive, is 
keeping tight-lipped about some 
of the other blockbuster 
surprises in store but there will 
be an appearance from a certain 
William Shakespeare, with the 
Bard turning 400 this year. 

“We are taken out of the castle 
to the edge of the forest which is 
where we meet the Beast,” said 
Scott about the reshaped 
storyline. 

“There is a wonderful 
backdrop. It takes it to another 
level. Even if you think you 
know the story, it has so many 
more elements to it. 

“I wanted to punch back 
behind the Disney version. If you 
go way back it was originally set 
in the east and I do not feel 
bound to stick to a Disney plot. 

“The circus is weaved through 
it and there are performances to 
songs.” 

He added: “You always have 
what we call an 

audience-friendly part. This year 
we have got a version of William 
Shakespeare (filling that role). 

He is going to be like a celebrity. 

“It adds a protagonist and 
another character for Beauty 
and Beast to run into. There will 
be all these kids spilling out 
thinking they now have a 
connection to Shakespeare.” 

For husband and wife circus 
performers Sergey Kuznetsov 
and Anna Kuznetsova, 
pantomime is a concept unheard 
of in their native Belarus. 

Sergey said: “In my country 
we celebrate January 7 more 
than Christmas, so we are 
looking forward to this new 
experience.” 

Anna added: “It has been 
difficult as it is a new place to 
adapt to and do the tricks but I 
am really happy to work here on 
the show.” 

As something of an action man 
on and off stage Richard is 
committing to cycling to and 
from Harlow most days from 
where he lives in Watford, some 
30 miles away. 



But the intensity of 
performing a two and a half hour 
show dozens of times in a month 
long period is a gruelling 
challenge for all the cast, or as 
Serina put it: “The costumes are 
going to be far too big by the 
end!” 

But the whole team are braced 
and seem hugely excited for the 
challenge. 

Scott concluded: “That is why 
we have got professionals and it 
is what they are trained to do. 

We have got two teams of the 
younger cast. 

“It is hard work, but that is 
out job.”

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e had almost 
decided on a city 
holiday to Sweden 
and Denmark when 
we saw a Fred 

Olsen cruise which included 
those two countries, plus the 
bonus of Baltic Sea countries 
Estonia, Latvia and Russia - 
with St Petersburg as the 
highlight. The itinerary 
immediately appealed, and with 
the help and knowledge from the 
tour staff, we booked a series of 
excursions well within our 
budget, proving to be an 
invaluable decision. 

Leaving from a UK port has 
many benefits, including extra 
luggage allowance and speedy 
embarkation. 

After two sunny days’ sailing, 
we entered the Swedish 
Archipelago, a group of 30,000 
islands; our ship Balmoral 
weaved through a four-hour 
scenic passage. 

Arriving in Stockholm, a 
panoramic city tour took in the 
highlights. Strolling around the 
oldest district, Gamla Stan, you 
absorb the heart and antiquity of 
the city. 

Sailing back through the 
islands, a large group of swans 
simultaneously rose flapping 
their wings, a Swedish goodbye! 

A day at sea allows you to 
enjoy Balmoral’s amenities and 
activities or be lazy like me, with 
a good book enjoying the 
tranquillity of open space. 

In Tallinn, a medieval town in 
Estonia, our walking tour was a 
great way to soak up the sights 
and sounds of this enchanting 


place, with narrow cobbled 
streets, secret court yards and 
fairytale towers. You are 
entertained by Troubadours and 
Minstrels singing and playing 
traditional songs in authentic 
dress; creating an atmosphere 
from a bygone era. 

Stalls selling hand-knitted 
clothing and amber (known as 
Baltic gold) are sold at keen 
prices. A lunch of pork, cooked 
Estonian style, is a culinary 
delight; including local beer, 
great value at £10 per person. 

The next morning, with great 
anticipation, we arrived at St 
Petersburg, Russia. 

Two names are synonymous 
with this extraordinary city, 
rulers Peter and Catherine the 
Great, whose influence 
dominated Imperial Russia and 
still evident today. We made the 
most of our first day, with tours 
of Peterhof Palace and the 
Hermitage. 

Entering Peter the Great’s 
Palace, we visited state rooms, 
including the opulent throne 
room, oak study and grand 
ballrooms; you can’t fail to 
appreciate designs and 
workmanship. At 11am, the 
resounding anthem of St 
Petersburg is played; from the 
palace terrace you see the 
stunning avenue leading to the 
Gulf of Finland. The grand 
cascade erupts with three 
waterfalls and 64 fountains fed 
by underground springs, also 37 
gilded statues watch over this 
breathtaking sight. 

Lunch in a typical Russian 
restaurant started with vodka 
tasting; it was fun to see the 


faces in our group, ranging from 
surprise to delight! Courses of 
local recipes were consumed 
with fellow travellers’ approval. 
Sampling the local beer, I was 
tempted to refill my glass, but I 
wanted to take in everything on 
our next stop. 

The Hermitage, located 
imposingly on the river bank, 
houses over 2.8 million works of 
art; entering through the Winter 
Palace, you are immediately in 
awe of its exhibits, rooms full of 
Rubens, galleries of Goyas. You 
gaze at master pieces by da 
Vinci, Michelangelo, Rembrandt 
and many more great artists; 
this super day had not ended. 

In the evening, we were taken 
to the Nickolaevsky Palace, 
featuring a traditional folk show, 
entertained by musicians, 
singers and dancers, each 
routine reflecting different 
regions of Russia, with costumes 
to match. During the interval, 
Russian Champagne, vodka, 
caviar and canapes were served 
generously. The show ended with 
a rousing Cossack theme. What a 
day, exceeding all expectations. 

Arriving at Catherine’s Palace, 
its turquoise, white and gold 
facade, adorned with sculptured 
figures, glistened in the sun. 
Room after room reflected 
Catherine’s passion for fine 
furniture and art, including the 
Hall of Light and the amazing 
Amber room, its tones ranging 
from lemon to dark red; 
afterwards, we enjoyed the 
beautiful gardens. 

The city’s highlights tour 
captures the most significant 
sights of St Petersburg, from the 


main thoroughfares, lined with 
palaces and statues, to 
Vasilievsky Island, where the 
Cathedral of St Peter and St Paul 
is guarded by the fort. 

Dominated by the majestic St 
Isaac’s Cathedral, with its golden 
dome, St Petersburg is an 
unforgettable experience. 

By now, we were half way 
through our cruise and were 
being totally spoilt on board - 
fabulous food and evening shows 
in the theatre featuring variety 
not to be missed. 

Riga, regarded as the ‘Pearl of 
Latvia’, is characterised by three 
distinct faces, from 14th century 
medieval roots, quality Art 
Nouveau buildings and 19th 
century wooden architecture; 
not surprising it’s on the 
UNESCO list. 

These contrasting districts 
make your tour an 
all-encompassing experience; we 
visited the Dome Cathedral, 
enjoying an organ recital from 
the sound of almost 7,000 pipes. 
Meandering round the quaint 
old town, you become enthralled 
in its history. For lunch, I had 
three types of Baltic fish, my 
wife had meat dumplings, both 
cooked the Latvian way with a 
choice of light or dark local beer, 
(I sampled both... well when in 
Latvia!), costing £8 per person. 

Sailing to Denmark, we had 
unexpected entertainment, a pod 
of dolphins appeared either side 
of the ship, they love putting on 
a show for us humans! 

On board, for a nominal cost, 
we indulged in a traditional 
afternoon tea, with white glove 
service, in the evening we dined

at The Grill, where the speciality 
is steak and seafood, both highly 
recommended. 

Balmoral birthed a short walk 
from Copenhagen’s iconic 
attraction, the Little Mermaid; 
despite three serious injuries, 
she sits serenely on her bed of 
rocks. Legend has it she will 
have to sit another 197 years 
before entering the world of 
humans, would she want to? 
After taking in Copenhagen’s 
highlights, we arrived at the old 
charming fishing village of 
Dragor. We strolled the narrow 
streets of yellow cottages with 
thatched roofs, gardens ablaze 
with hollyhocks, ending with 
Danish pastry and coffee served 
at an old inn. 

Our final night in Balmoral’s 
theatre featured all the artists 
and dancers in a spectacular 
show. 

This is a cruise offering 
sightseeing, culture, history, 
music and an excellent time on 
board.

NEW BOOK: Rick Stein’s Long Weekends 


He may be 
approaching 70, but 
restaurateur and cosy 
TV stalwart Rick Stein 
is still simmering with 
enthusiasm for his 
craft - and has no 
plans to slow down. He 
tells Gemma Dunn 
why life's too short not 
to enjoy the good 
stuff... 

ick Stein’s latest foodie 
mission, Long 
Weekends, is all about 
enjoying life’s simpler 
pleasures. 

“It’s what we do really,” quips 
the 69-year-old seafood maestro, 
who over the years has cooked 
for a host of famous faces, 
including the Queen. 

“I’ll leave campaigning 
cookery to other people - people 
like Jamie Oliver and Hugh 
Fearnley-Whittingstall who do a 
fabulous job. For me, it’s about 
saying, ‘Hey! We’re alive’, and 
what’s the best part of being 
alive? Eating and drinking... 
apart from the obvious,” he adds 
with a chuckle, “so let’s enjoy it 
while we can!” 

For those who haven’t caught 
Stein’s BBC Two food-travelogue 
series, picture a colourful 
culinary adventure that follows 
the chef as he embarks on a 
string of European weekends, in 
search of good food, wine and 
traditional recipes. 

For a man who has now 
written more than 20 bestselling 
cookbooks, and incurs coos of ‘I 
love him!’ at the mere mention 
of his name, the decision to pen 
a tie-in book for this latest 
series was a “no-brainer”. 

There are sections dedicated 
to Friday night suppers, 
substantial Saturday brunches 
and Sunday dinners, and the 
tome is intended to inspire in 
two ways - as a travel guide for 
the destinations visited while 
compiling the recipes, and as a 
go-to guide for those keen to 
cook for family and friends at 
home. 

“If you’re cooking for your 
family during the week, you 
tend to stick to things you know 
because you haven’t got time. 
But at the weekends, you might 
well try something - and this is 
what this book is all about, 
really.” 

Fancy a taste of Stein’s weekend 
adventures? Here are three 
recipes from his new book to try 
at home... 

SOUTZOUKAKIA 

MEATBALLS IN TOMATO SAUCE WITH 
CINNAMON AND CUMIN 

(Serves 4) 

For the meatballs: 

500g minced beef 

2 cloves garlic, finely chopped or 
grated 


1 egg, beaten 
1/2tsp ground cumin 
1/2tsp dried oregano 

2 slices stale white bread (about 
lOOg), soaked in red wine and 
squeezed dry 

1/2tsp salt 

12 turns black pepper mill 

3tbsp olive oil 

For the tomato sauce: 

1 onion, finely chopped 

1 clove garlic, finely chopped 

3tbsp olive oil 

5cm cinnamon stick 

Itsp ground cumin 

Itsp sugar 

150ml red wine 

Itbsp tomato paste 

500ml passata 

1/2tsp salt 

12 turns black pepper mill 

Mix together all the ingredients 
for the meatballs except the olive 
oil and, with wet hands, mould 
into 20-24 rugby-ball shapes. 
Heat the oil in a frying pan over 
high heat and fry the meatballs 
until golden on all sides, or grill 
on a griddle pan if you like grill 
lines on the patties. 

Make the tomato sauce by 
sweating the onion and garlic in 
the olive oil with the cinnamon 
stick, cumin and sugar until soft, 
about 10 minutes over medium 
heat. Add the red wine and bring 
to the boil, then reduce the heat 
to medium again. Add the 
tomato paste and passata, 
season with the salt and pepper 
and cook until slightly thickened, 
about 20 minutes. 

Add the fried meatballs and 
simmer for 20-30 minutes with a 
lid on the pan until cooked 
through, adding a little water if 


the sauce is too thick. 

SICILIAN FRITELLA 
RISOTTO 

(Serves 4) 

3 globe artichokes 

Juice 1 lemon or Itbsp white 
wine vinegar 

1 -1.2L vegetable stock (see 
below) 

40g butter 
3tbsp olive oil 
1 onion, chopped 
1 clove garlic, chopped or grated 
300g Arborio or carnaroli rice 
125ml dry white wine 

200g fresh broad beans, double 
podded if not young (600-700g 
weight in pods) 

200g fresh peas (about 600g 
weight in pods) 

Zest and juice 1/2 small lemon 
1/2-Itsp salt 
8 turns black pepper mill 
70g pecorino, freshly grated 
For the vegetable stock: 

(Makes about 2L) 

1 large onion 

2 large carrots 
1 head celery 
1 bulb fennel 

1 bulb garlic 
Handful thyme sprigs 

3 bay leaves 
Itsp salt 

15g dried porcini mushrooms 
3L water 

To make the stock: Peel and 
slice the vegetables; you don’t 
need to peel the garlic. Put

everything in a large pan with the 
water and bring to the boil. 
Simmer for an hour, then strain 
through a fine or muslin-lined 
sieve. If not using immediately, 
leave to cool, then refrigerate or 
freeze. 

When ready, prepare the globe 
artichokes. Remove the stem to 
within 1cm of the base. Peel off 
the outer leaves until you reach 
the pale-coloured centre. 
Remove the hairy choke with a 
teaspoon. Pare off any remaining 
outer leaves with a sharp knife. 
Cut into six wedges and plunge 
into a bowl of cold water, to 
which you’ve added the lemon 
juice or vinegar to prevent it 
discolouring. 

Heat the stock in a saucepan. 
Melt the half the butter with the 
olive oil in a wide pan over 
medium-low heat and sweat the 
onion and garlic for five to 10 


minutes until soft. Add the rice 
and stir well to coat the grains. 
Add the white wine and stir until 
it has been absorbed by the rice, 
then start adding the vegetable 
stock a ladleful at a time, stirring 
until it is absorbed, which will 
take about 20 minutes. 

After about 12 minutes, in a 
separate pan, cook the artichoke 
wedges in boiling water for five 
to seven minutes until tender. 
Remove from the water and set 
aside. Add the broad beans and 
peas and boil for about three 
minutes, then drain. Add the 
cooked vegetables to the risotto 
and heat through. 

Remove from the heat and stir 
through the lemon zest and 
juice, the remaining butter, salt 
to taste, pepper and half the 
pecorino cheese. Serve 
immediately with the rest of the 
pecorino cheese. 


APFELKUCHEN 

GERMAN APPLE CAKE 

(Serves 8) 

2 dessert apples, peeled, cored 
and cut into fine wedges 

Itbsp lemon juice 

125g unsalted butter, softened 

140g golden caster sugar 

3 eggs, beaten 
225g plain flour 
2tsp baking powder 
1/2tsp salt 

75ml full-fat milk 


For the topping: 

1 1/2tbsp demerara sugar 
1/2tsp ground cinnamon 
Whipped cream, to serve 
Heat the oven to 170C/gas 3. 
Butter and line a 23cm cake tin. 

Coat the apples in the lemon 
juice and set aside. In a large 
bowl, beat together the butter 
and sugar until pale and fluffy 
using an electric beater. Add 
eggs and beat until smooth. Sift 
in the flour, baking powder and 
salt. Mix until well incorporated. 
Slowly add the milk, mixing well 
after each addition until you 
have a smooth batter. 

Transfer the batter to the cake 
tin. Arrange the apple wedges in 
a spiral over the batter. Mix the 
sugar and cinnamon together 
and sprinkle on top. Bake in the 
middle of the oven for 40-45 
minutes, until a skewer inserted 
in the centre of the cake comes 
out clean and the top is golden. 

Remove the cake from the oven 
and cool for 15 minutes in the 
tin. Run a knife around the edges 
and turn out on to a wire rack. 
Serve warm or at room 
temperature with whipped 
cream.

L ocals will be familiar 
with the name 
Guardian when it 
comes to the property 
market in and around 
Harlow.

irst impressions are all 
important and Peugeot 
is about to make a grand 
entrance on to the 
booming SUV stage with 
its all new 3008. 

Revamped in every way, the 
second generation of the French 
car maker’s original crossover is 
a sensation. 

It looks exciting, performs 
robustly and has an interior 
which puts it in a league ahead. 

Few will fail to be bowled over 
by what the new 3008 has to offer 
and certain aspects are Range 
Roveresque. 

The 3008 features the latest 
iteration of what Peugeot calls 
its i-Cockpit which is not only 
high tech but exquisitely styled 
and comes with a virtual 
instrument panel as standard. 

That alone takes the likes of 
Audi to task and in a car costing 
from under £22,000 is 
unprecedented. 

The new 3008 arrives early in 


the New Year and the 17 model 
line up runs from £21,795 to 
£32,995. 

The range makes full use of 
Peugeot’s latest engines and 
includes the award-winning 
1.2-litre PureTech three cylinder 
turbo petrol units as well as 
1.6-litre and 2.0-litre engines with 
emissions as low as 103g/km 
which equates to an official fuel 
return of more than 70mpg. 

Even the thirstiest - a 1.6-litre 
petrol automatic - is rated at 
48.7mpg with emissions of 
129g/km which for business 
users puts it into the 22 per cent 
tax bracket. 

Other user-friendly aspects are 
three Isofix child seat fittings 
(two in the back, one in the 
front), a proper spare wheel and 
a huge amount of luggage space. 

Cargo capacity ranges from 
591 to 1,670 litres, there’s a low 
load lip and an extendable boot 
floor which can slide out to 
double as a seat - handy for 
outdoor types. 

It has every base covered and 
can also be specified with 


Peugeot’s Grip Control electronic 
traction system which delivers a 
good amount of off-road ability. 

On the road the new 3008 is 
quibble free and the petrol 
automatic we sampled is an easy 
driving car. 

Along with the 2.0-litre diesels 
it has sub ten second 0 to 60 
acceleration and is smooth and 
adequately powerful. 

The engine develops 163bhp 
which gives it a top speed of 


128mph and for some added bite 
there are paddle shifters 
enabling manual changes. 

On a run out through the Peak 
District it returned an average of 
39 to the gallon which for an 
automatic SUV of such 
proportions is very satisfactory. 

What impresses is the comfort 
and classy feel of the cabin. This 
car was in Allure specification 
which is the second of the four 
3008 trim levels and priced from 
£26,395. 


For that it includes a TomTom 
Live sat nav system, a high 
definition reversing camera, a 
full range of safety devices 
including lane departure and 
blind spot alerts. 

It also had upmarket ambient 
lighting, a mood changing 
fragrance diffuser and a 
cloth-like trim finish across the 
dashboard and door cappings - 
different and stylish. 

Extras included adaptive 
cruise control, a power operated 
tailgate, wireless phone 
charging, full LED headlamps 
and an opening panoramic sun 
roof. 

Those added some £4,000 to the 
price yet even so the 3008 is 
highly competitive in a market 
which includes the new Ford 
Kuga, the Renault Kadjar and 
the SEAT Ateca. 

In fact, the Peugeot punches 
above its weight and is good 
enough to counter the likes of 
the Audi Q3 and Range Rover 
Evoque. 

The coup de grace comes from 
the driving seat which is 


surrounded by technology that is 
out of the norm. 

The steering wheel is smaller 
than usual but very comfortable 
allowing for a full view of the 
12.3-inch multi-mode instrument 
display which sits just below the 
driver’s line of sight. 

There are five different 
configurations ranging from 
conventional dials to a repeat of 
the sat nav directions and the 
kaleidoscopic effect of the 
changing graphics is one on its 
own. 

In the centre of the dash is an 
eight-inch touchscreen sitting 
above a bank of toggle switches 
while the centre console houses 
an ultra modern gear selector, 
the electronic parking brake and 
a twin top opening storage box. 

It’s a unique take on interior 
design and one which makes the 
3008 a very special SUV 

Not only is this the most 
accommodating and stylish 
Peugeot to date it’s also one of 
the classiest models for years - 
very posh and very impressive.

FA Trophy hands Hawks tough tie with Eastleigh

HARLOW Town boss Danny 
Chapman is relishing the chance 
for his team to test themselves 
against Vanarama National 
League side Eastleigh in the FA 
Trophy after this week’s draw 
threw them together. 

The two sides will meet on Sat¬ 
urday December 10 in the first 
round proper, with the winner 
earning £5000 in prize money. 

The Spitfires are currently sit¬ 
ting ninth in the non-league’s top 
flight and Chapman’s Hawks, who 
sit 11th in the Ryman Premier, 
will be looking to pull off a famous 
upset against a team playing two 
levels above them. 

“It’s a big game for the club and 
us. They’ve got a really, really 
experienced Football League 
manager in Ronnie Moore,” said 
the Hawks boss. 

Win 

“Virtually their whole team has 
played in the Football League so 
we know it’s not going to be an 
easy game, but it’s the Trophy. 

“It’s a cup match and anything 
can happen. We’ll approach it in 
the same way as any other game, 
looking to get a win from it.” 

Harlow saw off Ryman Premier 
table-toppers Havant & Water- 
looville, relegated from the 
Vanarama South last season, in 
the third qualifying round, while 
Eastleigh enter the competition at 
this stage. 

Chapman is looking forward to 
locking horns with 63-year-old 
former Tranmere Rovers and 
Hartlepool United boss Moore on 
the touchline. 

“As a manager you always want 
to test yourself against the best 
you can possibly come up 
against,” he said. 

“It’s always nice to come up 
against managers that have been 
in the league and as a football club 


and a manager, that’s where we 
want to be - a Conference club. It 
will be good for us, all round, to 
test ourselves against them.” 

Chapman is hoping that the 
match draws the crowds to The 
Harlow Arena and that they stick 
around. 

Tuesday night’s 2-0 victory 
against Hendon had 206 in attend¬ 
ance. 

“You’d like to think that East¬ 
leigh will bring a few down with 
them. Hopefully with the game it 


is we’ll get a few more as well,” he 
said. 

“If there’s one thing at the 
moment, apart from our loyal sup¬ 
porters who are there week in, 
week out, I don’t feel we’re getting 
the backing from the town like we 
should do. 

“I’m not sure why. What I’m 
going off of is if you look at the 
play-off final last year we had 1700 
people there. 

“I’m not saying we should get 
that amount week in, week out, 


but it would be nice to get more 
than what we are at the moment. 

“If weren’t playing particularly 
well or getting the results, you 
would be able to half-understand 
it. 

“But we’re nine games 
unbeaten now, in the first round of 
the FA Trophy and we’re sitting 
pretty nicely in the league. 

“We’re a couple of wins from 
finding ourselves in the play-offs, 
so it’s a little bit disappointing 
that we’re not getting more sup¬ 


port from a town that’s got 90,000 
people in it.” 

This Saturday, the Hawks travel 
to play AFC Sudbury in the 
league. 

“Obviously they won the 
Ryman North last year and they 
started off really well. They hit a 
sticky patch a month or so ago, 
like we did. 

“We’re pretty level pegging 
with points and we know we’re 
going to have to go there and 
perform,” said Chapman. 


HARLOW strolled to an 
emphatic victory in the top 
versus bottom clash in London 
and South East Division Three 
North East, sweeping aside 
Lowestoft & Yarmouth 60-22. 

The visitors didn’t take long to 
open the scoring, with Danny 
Smith slotting over a penalty in 
the first five minutes. 

However, the hosts then 
surprised Harlow with their full¬ 
back brushing aside two tackles 
to score under the posts. 

The conversion was missed 
but Lowestoft & Yarmouth had a 
5-3 lead. 

Harlow replied swiftly, with 
Smith converting his second 
penalty to make it 6-5, and they 
then took the game by the scruff 
of the neck. 

Two tries, one from Ross 
Stalley and the second from 
Andrew Tarsey, catapulted them 
into a 20-5 advantage. 

There was one further score 
before the break as scrum-half 
Ryan McGlone took a quick tap 
penalty 10m from the Lowestoft 
line and fed Kain Claridge, who 
went over the whitewash. 

With Smith adding the extras 
it was 27-5 at half-time. 

It took just four minutes after 
the restart for Harlow to put 
more points on the board. 

From a line-out the forwards 
produced an unstoppable drive, 
with Mark Bowering finishing 
the move off with a try. 

To their credit, Lowestoft 
didn’t give up and came back 
with two tries to cut the deficit 
to 32-17. 

But Harlow didn’t panic and 
responded with two scores of 
their own, the first from Smith 
and the second from Scott 
Whitby. 

Smith converted both to take 
the score to 46-17. 

Five minutes later Smith 
added an excellent try, kicking 
through and collecting to score. 

He added the conversion and 
that meant Harlow were out of 
sight at 53-22. 

Claridge rounded off the 
scoring with the final try, and 
Smith added the extras to make 
it 60-22 at the final whistle. 

The victory means Harlow 
head the division by three 
points. 

This weekend Harlow are at 
home to Upminster in the Essex 
Intermediate Cup. 

A week later they return to 
league duty with a home match 
against East London. 
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
